Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  the  citizens  of  the 
Dummer   School   District : 

FOREWORD 

The  heaviest  burdens  of  war  are  carried  by  youth.  They 
fight  its  battles.  In  the  long  years  after,  they  pay  much  of  its 
cost.  Even  the  younger  children  of  wartime  are  often  children 
of  neglect.  We  must  keep  constantly  before  us  the  fact  that 
children  cannot  delay  the  growing-up  process.  What  they  will 
be,  they  are  now  becoming. 

Whatever  may  happen  to  grown-ups,  our  children  must  be 
kept  safe,  strong  and  assured.  Even  during  these  times  when 
parents  are  hard  pressed  with  responsibilities,  they  should  realize 
that  there  is  no  care  so  good  as  that  given  by  devoted  parents 
in  the  home.  When  parents  do  a  good  job  by  their  own  children 
they  are  doing  a  vital  job  for  our  town,  state,  and  nation. 

The  prevention  of  juvenile  delinquency  is  one  of  our  home 
front  problems.  Children  depend  on  so  many  for  their  chance, 
to  grow  in  safety,  strength,  and  security.  The  home,  the  school, 
and  the  community  each  have  a  responsibility.  Neglect  along 
the  line  is  resulting  in  too  many  of  our  youth  being  crippled  in 
mind  and  heart — tragic  casualties  of  a  post-war  era. 

Yet  these  are  the  citizens  of  tomorrow.  And  tomorrows 
soon  come.  In  our  hands,  as  parents  and  citizens  of  today,  rests 
the  obligation  to  see  that  on  the  home  front,  the  foundations  of 
morality,  religion,  and  culture  are  strengthened.

The  School  Board's  total  budget  for  1949-50  is  $12,403.81  as 
compared  with  $12,486.50  for  last  year.  This  total  budget  is  re- 
duced by  an  estimated  income,  from  state  aid,  of  $2,000.00  so  that 
the  requested  appropriation  is  $10,403.81.  The  appropriation  for 
1948-49  was  $10,015.15.  This  figure  included  the  added  $800.00 
for  the  completion  of  the  West  Dummer  project.

97.     This  is   a  most  commendable  record.     The  tardiness   record 

was  outstandingly  good. 

BUILDINGS    AND    EQUIPMENT 

The  two  school  houses  are  in  very  good  condition.  During 
the  summer  the  West  Dummer  project  was  completed.  The 
running  water  and  flush  toilets  are  most  welcomed  improvements. 
The  usual  summer  cleaning  was  completed  along  with  the  minor 
repairs. 

The  equipment  is  quite  adequate.  In  the  near  future,  it 
would  be  well  to  consider  replacing  the  old  style  double  seats 
at  West  Dummer. 

We  have  faith  in  the  youth  of  America.  With  proper  train- 
ing in  the  home,  the  church,  and  the  school,  the  vast  majority 
of  our  youth  will  not  become  cynical  and  indifferent. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  school  to  do  everything  possible 
to  help  train  our  boys  and  girls  to  become  active,  reliable,  self- 
supporting  citizens  in  a  democracy. 
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I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  members  of  the  school  board,  parents,  teachers,  and  friends 
for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  schools,  and  for  their 
loyal   cooperation   during  the   past   year.
